ASHINGTON, June 10.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Six members of 
the Cabinet called at the White 

House at § o'clock tonjght and were 
with the President more than an hour. 
Those in the party were Secretaries 
Gage, Hitchcock, Long and Wilson. 
Atty.-Gen, Knox and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Smith. Secretary Root is out of 
the city, and Searetary Hay was kept 
at home by illness in his family. All 
the President's callers were reticent 
as to the object of the visit. Two or 
three of them insisted that the call 
was strictly social. They explained 
that at a late hour this evening the 
President communicated by telephone 
to every member of the Cabinet now in 
the city the extremely gratifying in- 
formation that the doctors had de- 
clared Mra. McKinley out of danger. 
This news was so pleasing to the Cabi- 
net members that, after consultation 
by telephone, they decided to go to 
the White House in a body and con- 
gratulate the President on the good 
news.

officers to the contrary, it is strongly 
believed that their call on the Presi- 
dent was not strictly social. Vague 
hints are given out that matters of 
public interest pressing for attention 
impelled the President to mmon his 
advisers around him  tonfght, and 
naturally it is generally surmised that 
something has occurred in Cuba which 
the. President wanted to lay before 
the members of his official household 
before the regular session of the Cabi-

that the meeting had no relation to 
Cuba, China, the Philippines, the Porto 
Kicans, the Supreme Court decision 
or any important questions of the kind. 


GOOD NEWS FROM CUBA. 
[nY DIRECT WIKRE TO THE TIMFS } 

WASHIN¢E TON, June 10—[Exclu- 
sive Disratch.] At its meeting tomor- 
row, the Cabinet will receive encourag- 
ing reports from Cuba. Late advices 
from Gov.-Gen. Wood Indicate that 
two or three members of the constitu- 
tional convention, who at first were 
most active and outspoken in hostility 
to the Platt amendment, are now 
about to align themselves with the 
supporters of that amendment, and it 
is strongly intimated as probable that 
if a final vote is reached in conven- 
tion this week, the Platt law, without 
modification or qualification, will be 
incorporated into the constitution of 
_ Cuba. A sharp note, the second on 
the subject, sent by Secretary Root to 
the convention through Gen. Wood last 
Saturday. has had the desired influ- 
ence at Havana. 


In this note the Secretary of War 
set forth plainiy and unequivocally 
the attitude of this government as 
firm and unytelding. He admonished 
the Cubans that not only was there 
no authority resting in the Executive 
Deportment at Washington to evade 
or modify the Platt law, but also that 
there was\no disposition § to do 80. 
Furthermore, he curtiy informed them 
that until the Platt law was either 


net tomorrow, #0 em they may have 


accepted or rejected outright, there 
could and would be no change 
in Cuba's political status, and 
that the island would continue 
to be ruled under the war power 


of the President. In brief, Secretary 
Root told the Cubans, in language 
that could rot be misconstrued, that 
the government did not intend longer 
to parley or reason with Cuba, as it 
has become evident that Cuban politi- 
clans have mistaken American mod- 
eration for uncertainty and indecision. 

This note apparently has made it 
plain to the leaders of the Radical 
party that, in the end, they would 
suffer in power and prestige by being 
exposed as the real and only obstruc- 
tionists of Cuban independence and 
sovereignty. It is said that Gen. San- 
guilly, whose incendiary message to 
his constitutents' on the occasion of 
the adoption by the convention of the 
Platt amendment in a modified form 
is generally regarded on the island as 
a joke, is about the only Radical who. 
is still holding out uncompr gly 
against acceptance. 

It is not expected that, at ita meet- 
ing tomorrow, the Cabinet will make 
any further announcement in respect 
to Cuba, nor is it likely that any news 
will be given out concerning its delib- 
erations on the subject. If a contrary 
course should be pursued, it is thought 
Cuban would construe tis 
as meaning® an inclin&tion in respon- 
sible cir@s in this country to falter 
and hesifate, and this might have as 
bad an effect at Havana at this criti- 
cal juncture as an outright declara- 
tion that the next Congress may . be 
induced to modify some of the provi- 
sions of the Platt amendment, a prob- 
ability entirely too remote to be con- 
sidered.

ORDERING 
COACHES. 


Short Line Hoping 
for Business. 


Trains for Los Angeles 
Within One Year. 


Tremendous Passenger Busi- 
ness Confidently Expected. 


Road Within Two Hundred 
and Thirty Miles of Bar- 
stow and Coming. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ALT LAKE (Utah) June 10.—[Ex- 
S clusive Dispatch.} Probably the 
most. convincing evidence of the 
earnestness of the Oregon Short Line 
to extend its road to Los Angeles thus 
far shown is the fact that it has 
placed a big order for fine passenger 
coaches to run over the projected 
line. It was explained at the of- 
fices of the road that an early order 
has been made that their might be 
no delay in getting the coaches; also 
that they would be needed not later 
than a year hence. The Short Line peo- 
ple now positively affirm that they will 
be running traing into the City of the 
Angels by that time. These cars, they 
claim, will be the finest of the kind ever 
run west of the Missouri River. It is 
asserted that the outlay in obtaining 
the best cars that can be made would 
be entirely justified, as a tremendous 
passenger business from and to the 
East through Utah to Los Angeles is 
confidently anticipated during the next 
few years. 
The Short Line is just now exhibiting 
unusual activity, and is rushing things 
on the new grade through Southern 
Nevada as never before, and many 
Utah farmers have left their fields to 
work on the roadbed. 
“While the rails that are being put 
down are not as heavy as will eventu- 
ally be used,” said C. R. Savage, the 
offic photographer, one his 
from today, “heayy traing can 
revertyeless make thirty-five miles per 
hour on it with ease and safety.” 
The read is now within 230 miles of 
Barstow, and will no doubt be pushed 
through to a finish. The gangs are now 
at work in Clover Creek Cafion, and 
there are about nineteen miles more of 
grade to be covered. Clover Creek 
Cafion is not unlike Weber Cafion, and 
is full of sharp turns that require some 
engineering. In all, there are six tun- 
nels in the cafion, which are splendid 
pieces of work and are timbered 
throughout. One of them is also lined 
with iron. 
The Clark people are working down 
the Meadow Wash, and there is sure to 
be some trouble when the rival roads 
get together. There is a lot of work to 
be done yet in the cafion, including the 
building of a big trestle, which will be 
sixty feet in height. Savage, while on 
his trip, took a number of interesting 
views of the scenery and operations on 
the grade.

HEAVY ROLLING STOCK ORDERS. 
SOUTH AMERICA PURCHASES. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
NEW YORK, June 10.—Shipments of 
ears, locomotives, rails and steel for 
railroad bridges to Ecuador have com- 
menced in enormous quantities. The 
heavy orders are from the South 
American Railway, which is being built 
across the Andes from the port of 
Guayaquil to Quito, the capital, about 
three hundred mlies. 

As more than a hundred miles of this 
road running through a new land has 
now been put in active operation, and 
forty miles additional are soon to be 
opened, the railroad has placed rush 
orders with American manufacturers 
for large ampunts of stee! rails, bridges 
and cars. 

The Carnegie plant has bégun a 
shipment of 49,000 tons of ateel ralle. 
Two sixty-five-ton locomotives, equip- 
ped with drivers fo® mountain grades, 
have also been started.

Another car 
company has begun shipments on a

The Committee of Fifteen 
has abandoned its raid policy. It has 
decided to let the gambling situation 
alone in future. It willat onee dis. 
mises all but a few detectives, and 
will very much reduce its running ex- 
penses. It will probably continue its 
work on radically different lines from 
those pursued up to this time, the fm- 
tention being to devote the main en- 
crgies of its active members in driving 
viee from the tenements. 

Justice Jerome has been squarely 
turned down by the Committee of Fif- 
teen.

MEN LOST 
IN FIRE. 
Thirty Entombed 
in a Mine. 


Shaft at Port Royal, 
Pa., the Scene. 


Flames Thought to be Due to 
an Explosion, 
Two Miners Browght to the 


Surface— Rescuers Go 
Down to Death. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCTATED PRESS—P. MJ 
ORT ROYAL (Pa.) June 10.—The 
Pittsburgh Coal and Coke Corm- 
pany's shaft No. 2 at this place is 

again on fire, after steady running for 

seven years, and more than thirty mem 
are in the mine, many of whom, it is 
feared, will never be heard from again. 

About 5 o'clock, smoke was seen to 
be issuing from shaft No. 2, which is 
on the line of the Pittsburgh and Lake 
Erie road. it is thought the fire started 
from an explosion, and that six men 
were in the mine at the time, the men 
being Jack Peoples, Tony Sickles, 
Frank Davenport, —— Daly, Lawrence 
Settler and John Stakes. Stakes and 
Settler were not near the place when 
the explesion occurred, and upon the 
arrival of the rescue party they were 
quickly brought to the surface, after 
being nearly overcome by afterdamp 
They could give no information as te 
what had caused the fire, and told the 
rescuers that four other men were @me 
tombed. 

After 7 o'clock, Superintendent 
Comb of West Newton, Dennis Worte 
ley, pit boss; Michael Roy, foreman of 
the Euclid mines, and several other 
boeses, with about twenty men, went 
down shaft No. 1, which is just oppo- 
site on the Baltimore and Ohio side of 
the river, and have not been heard 
from since. About three hours after 
the rescue party had been in the = 
more ae were heard. 

At ji o'clock tonight four men 

terd go down shafts Nos. 1 and 2, 
and one man went down shaft No. 3%, 
but up to this time it is not known 
whether they succeeded in making any 
rescue. Gas and smoke are issuing 
from the mine at midnight, and over 
200 women and children are gathered 
about the mouth of the shaft. Every 
effort is being made to reach the en- 
tombed men. 
LATER.—At 3 a.m., heavy volumes 
of smoke are still issuing from the 
mine, and hope of saving any of the 
entombed men, miners or rescuers, is 
fast disappearing. The fan is now 
working, but until the flames are ex- 
tinguished or news comes from one of 
the rescue parties, no further particu- 
lars are obtainable. 

The Port Royal mines are situated 

on the Youghiogheny iver, thirty- 

seven miles from Pittsburgh. They are 
owned by the Pittsburgh Coal Come 
pany. 

THREE MEN COME OUT.

GENERAL HOSPITAL. 


TWO HUNDRED SICK SOLDIERS 
PLACED IN PERIL. — 


Volunteer Fire Fighters Save Their 
Comrades and Much of the Govern- 


ment’s Property—City Department 
Called to the Scene—A Second Fire. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M} 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 10.—A sud- 
den fire in the new wooden general hosr- 
pital at the Presidio jate this afternoon 
destroyed the buildings at the northern 
side of the big structure, imperiled the 
lives of 200 sick soldiers in the wards, 
and inflicted a loss of $56,000 on the gov- 
ernment property. The fire was kept 
from being a general conflagration only 
by the coolness and discipline of the 
Hospital Corps and the soldier volun- 
teer fire fighters, who saved the pa- 
tienfs and held the flames in e¢heck 
until an alarm brought the city\ fire 
department to the scene. The fire orig- 
inated in the paint shop, where a ci- 
villian carpenter was boiling paraffine 
over a small oil stove. Some of the !n- 
flammabie material boiled over into 
the flames and made a smali explosion. 
The burning stuff in a moment flamed 
up into a flerce blaze. Privates Burke 
and Sweigert of the Hospital Corps 
were working in the shop at the time. 
They joined Burke in an attempt to 
control the flames. It was useless. In 
iess than a minute the place was a 
furnace. 

Private Phelps of the Heepital Corps 
and Watchman Leonard were the first 
men outside to see the fire. They gave 
the signal at once to a bugler, who 
sounded the fire call. There are 192 
men of the Hospital Corps stationed 
at the hospital, and most of them were 
on the ground waiting for the mess 
call. The bugle brought them to their 
Stations at once. By the time they 
had fallen into line the library was 
wrapped in flames, the dry wood burn- 
ing like tinder, and the flames, driven 
by a strong northwest wind, were 
threatening ward F ani the Hospital 
Corps tent in the rear, where the 
mumps patients were kept. 

Half of the Hospital Corps gave their 
attention to getting the patients ont of 
the burning bullding and saving mili- 
tary supplies. The sick men were 
wrapped in extra blankets and re- 
moved to the old hospital without un- 
necessary confusion, while a picked de 
tail looked after the saving of the rec- 
ords of the hospital and other valua- 
ble property. In the meantime, the 
flames were speeding beyond the con- 
trol of the fire fighters, and two alarms 
were sent in to the city fire depart- 
ment, which brought six engines to the 
scene. With Ineufficient water, the fire 
was fought back and prevented from 
reaching the western wing. 

Clay Pervis, a private of the Hospital 
Corps, was overcome by the heat and 
— and was dragged out barely 
alive. 

T. H. Troy. a hoseman, was also over- 
come, and was saved only through the 
heroism of a sergeant of Co. D, Elent- 
eenth Infantry, who dared heat and 
flames to effect the rescue. 

Hospital Private Seymour received a 
scalp wound. The fire was finally 
brought under contro! after Wards F 
and G were destroved, and considerable 
damage done to Ward H. The com- 
missary and medical storerooms were 
destroyed completely by the flames, en- 
tailing a loss of fully $8000 worth af 
medical supplies and provisions. 

When order had been restored, all 
of the patients, with the exception of 
the bed patients, were removed to the 
wooden buildings formerly used as an 
annex to the general hospital. The bed 
patients were given quarters in the 
undamaged portion of the hospital. 


NEW POWER-CURRENT WHEEL. 


INVENTION TO RAISE WATER. 
[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


patch.) Dr. N. G. Blalock has returned 
from inspecting the first test of his 
new power-current whee!, which has 
been operating for five days in Colum- 
bia River on Blalock Istand. The in- 
vention is Dr. Blalock’s, and its pro- 
moters think it will revolutionize the 
present method cof raising water by 
current power. The new wheel is run 
on the elevator-buckét principle. Two 
floating barges are constructed, w.th 
the tops fdstened together at each end, 
inclosing a space in which the wheol 
is placed. A never-ending series of 
buckets raises the water and yours it 
into a fume, which carries it out on the 
land. 

Among the backers of the new enter- 
prise are John Funch, Dr. Wright and 
Dr. C. P. Thomas cf Spokane. Speak- 
ing of late developments on his island 
and the working of the current wheel, 
Dr. Blalock says: 

“A five-dayse test of the wheel shows 
the principle to be a correct one, and 
the operations have given us distinct 
success. Not a hitch has occurred 
since starting, and the wheel has been 
running steadily. In a current of four 
miles an hour’and worked to only a 
fraction of its capacity, the wheel 
raises 500 galions per minute. Its power 
in a ten-mile-an-hour current would be 
more than doubled. Our succcss means 
the conversion cf Blalock Island into 
a prolifiic section of land. We are al- 
reading plant.ng fruit, rye, wheat and 
alfaifa.”

He founds this assertion upon the fact 
that several years ago four inches of 
oil sand were penetrated by a diamond 
drill with which he was prospecting 
for coal, This was at a depth of 1200 
feet. 

Looking to the future, Symington 
fays that between St. Paul and the Pa- 
cific Coast w.il be developed a tremen- 
dous fleid for trade in iron and steel 
products, which will make it profitable 
for railroads to haul from the Coast 
eastward, and that will result in the 
building up on Puget Sound of vast 
iron and steel plants, In Skagit county 
there exists, side by side, the finest 
coking coal and inexhaustible supplies 
of iron orer. Much of this traffic will 
be tributary to Bellingham Bay and 
the British Columbia Kailway, owned 
by Cornwall,

June 10.—In a 
letterin answer to one asking for his 
views on the reorganization of the 
Democratic party and future issues, 
cratic ex-Congressman Says: 

“The American people will never con- 
sent to such legislation concerning the 
currency as will put into a statute the 
views of Mr. Bryan. It is equally true 
that the. American peov'e wil! not ap- 
prove of the territorial policy advo- 
cated by Mr. Bryan. 

“For the next few years the currency 
issue and the expansion issue tendered 
by the Democratic party and accepted 
by the Republican party have been 
settled.” 

Further along in the letter he says: 

“We are, therefore confronted with 
this actual state of facts. It is impos- 
sible to win without such a nominee 
and platform as will secure the sup- 
port of those Democrats who refused 
t> vote for Mr. Bryan in 1896 and 19090, 
and it is also impossible to win without 
the coriial support of the regular Dem- 
ocretic party. 

“It has occured to me that the trsue 
in 1904 might be our relations with our 
new possessions. That these will be 
retained Is now certain. That — the 
principles promulgated by the Supreme 
Court in the opinions will be accepted 
by the people is certain.”

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THE CRISIS IN CHINA 
BREAKS WITH 
THE POWERS. 


Unele Sam Cannot be 
Bound Down. 


Will Collect Indemnity 
on Own Hook. 


Von Waldersee is in Japan. 
Mail Advices From the 
Oriental. Shores. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
WASHINGTON, June 10.—[LExciusive 
Dispatch.] The United States has had 
another break with the powers regard- 
ing China. This one comes from the 
proposition that ail powers subscribe 
to an agreement to force China to pay 
the indemnity according to agreement. 
That proposal came from the ministers 
at Peking some weeks ago, and has 
been under consideration by the State 
Department since. Today the depart- 
ment sent word to the powers that it 
could not enter into an agreement 01 
that kind, for the reason that nobody, 
except Congress, could bind the gov- 
ernment to its bargain, and the State 
Department did not favor the plan, 
any way. 

The department now expects that the 
powers will go ahead with the agree- 
ment, leaving the United States out, In 
that event, this government will merely 
make arrangements for collecting its 
indemnity from China direct, and it 
may fare better that way. 


AMERICA AND THE INDEMNITY. 


JOINT GUARANTEE WON'T DO. 
(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The gov- 
ernment has formally communicated 
to the foreign powers the impossibil- 
ity of joining in a joint guarantee for 
the payment of the Chinese indemnity. 
The diffi:uvities In the way of such an 
arrangement are set fcrth in the com- 
munication, particularly those relat- 
ing to the constitutional restrictions 
on the President in making a joint 
guarantee of this character. In view 
of the determination of the United 
States not to be a party to a joint 
guaranty, there ig anxiety in diplomatis 
circles as to the outcome on the ques- 
tion of indemnities. COne view is ihat 
the majority of the powers, being fav- 
orable to a joint guaranty, will exe- 
eute this joint instrument and there- 
after carry on a concert of their gwn.

CLEVER SCHEMES THEY MADE TO 
DEFRAUD THE COMPANIES. 


The Star Performer in the Make-be- 
lieve Tragedy Really Did Die, Accord- 
ing to Programme, and This Worked 
to the Downfall of the Others.

CHICAGO, June 10.—Dr. August U'n- 
ger and F. Wayland Brown, on trial!

companies through the death of Miss 
Marie Defenbach, were this evening 
found guilty, and sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary under the indeterminate law. 

Frank H. miley, indicted with Un- 
ger and Brown, pleaded gullty and 
turned State's evidence.

body precured from a hospital. 

The woman became sick, according 
to programme, but did not rally. and 
died. Her body was at once cremated. 
An inquest was held by Assistant Cor- 
oner John B. Wreckler without a jury, 
and Wreckler returned to the Coroner's 
office a verdict that the woman had 
died of natural causes. The death o; 
the woman is shrouded in mystery. and 
physicians on the stand differed widely 
as to the cause of the death. ;

REDIT ASSOCIATION 
MAY BE ORGANIZED. 


NATIONAL ORGANIZATION WANTS 
LOS ANGELES BRANCH. 


First President in the City Working 
up Interest in the Movement Among 
Jobbers and Bankers—Not Hostile to 
Retailers. 


Preliminary steps are being taken 
for the organization of a Los Angeles 
branch of the National Credit Men's 
Association. W. H. Preston, who or- 
ganized the national association, and 
was its first president, came here to 
live about a month ago. The agita- 
tion of the movement is going on un- 
der his direction. 

The National Association of Credit 
Men ia an organization which has the 
following objects: 

The passage of better commerce laws. 
The establishment of better business 
methods. Improvement of the mercan- 
tile agency service. Distribution of 
business Iijterature. Prosecution of 
fraudulent debtors. 

It was first launched at the World's 
Fair Congress, but not really organized 
until 1896 at Toledo, O. The member- 
ship is limited to wholesalers, bank- 
ers and manufacturers. The organiza- 
tion is in no way hostile to the re- 
tailers, however. It has a membership 
of between 3000 and 4000 of the leading 
business houses of the United States, 
and has organizations in thirty of the 
principal jobbing cities of the country. 

San Francisco has a branch associa- 
tion of 175 members. Portland has one 
of 100 members, and Seattle of sixty. 
Los Angeles is about the only - 
portant city on the Coast not 
resented in the association. Mr Pree: 
ton came here about a year ago and 
made an address in regard to the asso- 
clation. There was much talk then 
of forming a local association, but the 
matter died a natural death. Passing 
resolutions was as far as it got. 

The association made its appearance 
last winter at the Legisiature, and got 
through a bill in regard to the shipping 
of goods in bulk, which was vetoed by 
the Governor. 

It is claimed the association has ac- 
complished results. There is a aativnal 
fund of $10,000 on tap for the prosecu- 
tion of fraudulent debtors. It is 
claimed that the mercantile agencies 
have been spurred up to such an ex- 
tent that the percentage of sinned 
statements issued has increased from 
25 to 50 per cent. 

The national aseociation, from its 
headquarters in New York, tesues a 
paper called the Buriness Clippings. 
which is sent to 250 trade journals for 
reprint of matters important to the in- 
terests of the members. 

A monthly bulletin is also issued to 
mem bers. 

The subject is to be brought up be- 
fore the Board of Trade in this city 
very shortly.

REDLANDS, June- 10—[From The

races, and the amelioration of the 
causes deleteriously affecting an in- 
crease in the population as distin- 
guished from the mere commercial 
prosperity and advancement of the coc!-

twenty-five years Fijians have been 


governed through a native commis- 
sioner, with the aid of the native 
chiefs, who have occupied officially 


and by virtue of their hereditary rank |

full power. This patriarchal form of 
government has been satjsfactory in 
so far as a large population, formerly 
of a wild class, have been converted 
into the most law-abiding subjects of 
the British monarch, and further, this 
system of government has enabled the 
administration to collect a large reve- 
nue—about £20,000 a year. 
A NEARLY IDEAL GOVERNMENT. 
It has fostered a system of compara- 
tive industry and mutual help, such as 
to draw forth from a recent distin- 
guished American lately visiting tne 
group the opinion “that as a result 
of an investigation undertaken by him 
of the condition of government, pros- 
perity and well-being of the natives 
under various administrations in this 
hemisphere, that of Fiji most nearly 
approaches the ideal philanthropic 
care in these times expected from 
sovereign European powers to colored 
races,” 
' The system in vogue in Fiji must 
‘have much to commend itself when 
the triumvirate of powers in Samoa as 
a result of their investigations into 
the late troubles in those islands 
recommended the powers to follow the 
methods existing in Fiji, for the pacifi- 
cation and government of that group 
by “a council of district chiefs pre- 
sided over by the administrator of 
the colony” and the dolng away of the 
kingship. Indeed, such philanthropic 
government of natives should be pur- 
sued in Fiji if anywhere; the an- 
nexation of these islands to the crown 
of England was actuated by a desire 
for the preservation of the natives, 
and the “deed of cession” provided for 
the fostering care to be bestowed upon 
the natives and the guarding of their 
native rights and customs. 
THE NATIVE ADMINISTRATION. 
The native Fijian population 
amounts to about 98,000, scattered 
over as many as eighty islands. The 
group is divided into fourteen prov- 
inces, each province roughly contain- 
ing about six thousand people, pre- 
sided over by a roko, or hereditary 
chief, having under him heads of dis- 
trict and towns, and a large native 
staff of officers. scribes and native 
magistrates. EPuropean magistrates 
are resident in parts of the group, and 
exercise judicial functions for the 
more serious offenses committed 
among natives; minor offenses are 
dealt with by natives themselves in 
the native courts. European magis- 
trates have till now been discouraged 
from in any way interfering in the 
} administration of the provinces. In 
the past the native administration 
has been corrupt, inefficient, unreliable 
and in a great many instances op- 
pressive by reason of the exactions of 
chiefs, instability of the native char- 
acter and want of direct supervision 
by European officers: the central na- 
tive administration from the native 
office has been in the past hidebound, 
and a victim to a perpetuation of the 
native “status in quo,” resulting in 
conditions most uneatisfactory in- 
dividually to the native and to the 
continued development of the race. 
All that is now changed. Under the 
new system traveling inspectors are 
appointed in the various provinces, 
vested with. judicial and administra- 
tive powers, whose duty it is to attain 
an Intimate knowledge of the different 
districts and villages, the people. their 
language, customs, habits. conditions 
of life, sanitary state of their towns 
and houses; to inquire into the water 
supply to each village, and submit 
achemes for the supply of good, whole- 
some water where possible: the isola- 
tion and treatment of contagious en- 
demic diseases; the establishment of 
provincial hospitals with competent 
European medical attendants; the su- 
pervision of native officials. and the 
correction of abuses and exactions and 
oppression by chiefs; the abolition of 
native customs where prejudicial to 
public health or progress, and the 
practical enforcement of the excellent 
native regulations which, in the hands 
of an indifferent native administration, 
have been virtually dead letters up 
to now. , 
LIFTING UP THI FIJIANS. 
The planting of large areas of waste 
lands with cocoanuts, hitherto neg- 
lected; the encouragement given to in- 
dividual natives by the personal a¥#-
